State Labor Law Gears 
For Garment Ind. Contro| 


SAN ERANCISCO Re- 
cently,Dpublic hearings were held 
locally and in Los Angeles to 
discuss regulations proposed for a 
new state law which will require 
the registration of all garment 
manufacturers and contractors 
beginning July 1，1981 (下 ast/ 
West47/15/8]). 

The law，which was sponsored 
by Sen. Joseph Montoya (D- 
Whittier),andpassed lastyear,also 
includes aspects beyond the regis- 
tration of garment manufacturers 
and_ contractors. Under the. bill， 
SB 545，goods produced by a 
manufacturer will be liable for 
confiscatiom 让 the-manufacturer/ 
coOntractor is not registered as of 
July 1， 1981:，or if :the manu- 
facturerAeontractorf has com- 
mitted threeviolations'of state and 
federal labor laws. In addition， 
Givil benaljties will be assessed for 
violatioms of minimum wage labor 
]aws. 


ISSUES 
The state hearings heard 
argurmments from Various 


individuals arnd groupsinvolved 诺 
the garment industry. According 
to -State 工 abor Commissioner 
Albert Reyff，the hearings“went 
well and although there was not a 
large attendamnce, there was signi- 
ficant input from involved and 
interested groups.” 

Two of the issues raised during 
the hearings resulted in changes 记 
the original Droposed regulations， 
Reyff said. One speakerasked that 
it be mandated that goods are 
returned to manufacturers/con- 
tractors only after they assume 
resDonsibility for all labor law 
violations and guarantee correc- 
tion and back pay， Another 
speaker objected to the reqtire:= 
ment that all manufacturers list all 
the_ contractors with which they 
deal.， As aa result， all such 
information will be held strictly 
confidential, Reyfft said. 

Reyff said that the state labor 
contacted _ the 
various contractors ”and manu- 
facturers associations across the 
state to offer information on the 
new law. The state labor law will 
begin accepting PIe-registration of 
garment manufacturers and con- 
tractors _ beginning June 1，Rey 革 
said， andq staff “proficient in 
Spanish，Chinese and 天 orean will 
be available. 

The regulations for implement- 
ing the law will be filed within a 
few days, he added. 

INCLUDE 

One of the speakers at the SF 
hearings of the proposed regula- 
tions was Dennis ELai，a local 
garment manufacturer，founder 
of the De Lai Consulting Ser- 


vices for garment 记 dustry，and， 
along with his father and Chuck 
Womng, one of the founders of the 
Chinese Bay Area Contractors` 
Association which was begun 
some 13 years ago0. 

“I support the new law 一 SB 
545 ... 工 Support 让 Drovided that 
you _eriforce the Provisions to 
include everyone. Otherwise those 
most to benefit will ignore the law 
and continue in their old ways. 

“SB-545 is intended to enforce 
Social Security Drovisions，stand- 
ard wages，payroll taxes，etc. . . 
This is very laudable andq worthy 
of consideration，but. . .the un- 
derlying problem (is) pricing， 下 
garments are Driced properly and 
cOTrectlVy，Ppay setting a modular 
Pricing system,， all the ”other 
irmpbrovenments as outlined in SB- 
545 will folloxwv， It is my exper- 
ience that without a far and 
equitable garment Diicing System， 
the sub-stafidaird wage -laws 
canriot be .compjlied with,”Lai 
told the hearing， 

INCOME 

The garment industry is es- 
timated to have Some 4,300 
contractors and manufacturers 
statewide，and some 110,000 to 
200,000 “workers statewide. 
Within SFEs Chinatown， the 
industry is _ estimated to be the 
communitys second largest，with 
some 66 Chinese contractors in 
Oakland and San Erancisco's 
Chinatowns, which provides some 
$5 to $25 miillion annual income to 
the industry, Lai estimated . 

Although piecework pay and 
work done at home is prohibited 
by law，such Dractices continue. 
Problems of sub-standard wage 
and boor working conditions,， and 


lack of -insurance and other 
benefits also plague the local 
industry. Nonetheless， many 


elderly and new immigrants and 
refugees who lack sufficient 
English ability and other job skills 
to qualify for better jobs are all too 
eager to“ work in sewing sweat- 
shops for ,whatever money they 
can earn. 

“All they want to do is make a 
living.， They shouldnt have to 
hide,”Lai said，speaking of the 
many elderly women who try -to 
hide their bags of piecework that 
thev bring home and back to the 
shops，in violation of current 
fedqeral laws brohibiting such 
home work. 

Lai，who worked for many 
years as a contractor in China- 
town, said that the intense conmipe- 
titive aspect of the garment 
industry and the abundance of 
new shops make garment manu- 
facture a tough job. Many workers 
will move from shop to shop io 


“circuit working”as each shop is 
given slightly better contracts，As 
a Tesult，shops often lose exper- 
ienced workers，and are forced to 
accept cheaber contracts because 
their new workers are inexper- 
ienced, he said. 
GROWING 

Chinatown:contractors also face 
other competitive disadvantages， 
Lai continued，Under licensing 
laws, each shopb in Chinatown can 
onlv contain 25 machines 、While 
those shobs south of Market Street 
are jicerised to contain many ImOre，

Some believe the melting pot 
theory is not correct，and a_ new 
one has developed. The melting 
pot theory works well where Euro- 
peans are _ involved，but for the 
blacks and Asians it does not. 
Blacks and Asians have too many 
distinguishable'traits. Put into the 
melting pot， they emerge the 
Same.

who had failed the licensure 
examination was to put a stamp of 
approval on the exam s discrim- 
inatory immpact，Tamayo said. 

Dueto the “nursing shortage” in 
the U.S.，many hospitals recruit 
foreign nurse graduates to Work 
here on“H-1”temporary Worker 
(of distinguisheqd “merit and 
ability)visas, In order to maintain 
alegal status; the nurse must Dass 
the first SBTPE exam available in 
the state，Upon arrival to _ the 
state, the nurse is given an interim 
permit to piactice，effective until 
the results of the SBTPE are 
available. The contract with the 
hospital is dependent on the 
licensure: If the exam is failed, the 
hospital contract is _ terminated， 
and the 了 -1 visa is cut short since 
the nurse cannot work as an RN as 
required by the INS. 

The NAFL-FNG, National Fil- 
ipino Immigrant Rights Organ- 
ization (NEIRO) and the Asian 
American Legal Defense and 
Education Fund,， are charging the

Already, nurses who have failed 
the exam were either deported or 
were told to _ leave the country 
within 30 days，Thousands of 
nurses，fearing deportation， are 
,sometimes forced to go under- 
ground and work as nurses aides 
for low wages，while studying for 
the next SBTPE exam, Because of 


their tenuous status, many of these 
nurses are Subject to bad work 
conditions and possible threats of 
deportation from the employer， 
NEFLRO reported， 

In 1977，then Commissioner 
Leonel Castillo met with the 
NAEL-ENG and agreed to give 
H-1 nurses “deferred voluntary 
departure” 一 atemporary plan to 
give nurses more time to study for 
the exam. The DVD plan ended in 
December 1979, and current head 
Crosland has rejected previous 
requests to reVvive the plan.， 

Because of the urgency of the 
matter, the concerned groups are 
demanding  a “meeting “with 
Crosland in the end of May 1981. 
Already, several nurses ip ArTizona 
who failed the February 1981 
SBTPE. were apbrehended by INS 
agents in March and were placed 
in deportatiom Proceedings. 
Nurses in other states 一 New 
York, New Jersey，FElorida，Illin- 
ois, Michigan 一 are also subject to 
deportation. Of the approximately 
10,000 卫 -1 nurses recruited each 
year， apPproximately 6,000 are 
from the Philippines thus 
causing much fear and concern in 
the Filipino community，
